Speeial edueational needs eo-ordinator, Susan 
Todd, said from the moment they joined they 
have all made an enormous effort to ensure that 
Laurel felt part of the elass, despite the faet she 
is less physieally able than they are. 

She said: “Over the five years they have all 
been together as a elass, and as Laurel has dete¬ 
riorated both mentally and physieally, they have 
eontinued to inelude her and to assist with her 
eare. 

“They have all shown an insight and an under¬ 
standing that is far beyond their years. All this 
has been done without the need for their teaeh- 
ers to remind them of Laurel’s needs. 


“They are a truly inspirational group of young 
women who deserve to be reeognised for their 
eare and sensitivity.” 

One of those nominating her elassmates was 
Laurel herself, who said: “The girls in my elass 
have always been really friendly. They have 
always treated me just the same as they would 
treat anyone else. They have never drawn atten¬ 
tion to my wheelehair or my need for gastrosto¬ 
my feeds. I have been ineluded in all aetivities 
and I know I am their friend.” 

The Silver Award winner is Colin Sedgwiek, 
who has been reeognised for 55 years of volun¬ 
tary serviee running the Southend braneh of the 
RNLI. Colin has been its lifeboat operations 
manager for 25 years and lives in Woodgrange 
Drive.

A BEST selling author is getting ready 
to release her second book focusing on 
the witch hunts in Essex. 

Syd Moore, who has previously writ¬ 
ten The Drowning Pool, a tale based 
around the alleged sea witch Sarah 
Moore, is now hoping her new tale will 
be a success. 

Speaking about the book called 
Witch Hunt, Syd explained she had 
been left shocked at how many women 
had been killed by the witchfinder gen¬ 
eral Matthew Hopkins. 

The 42-year-old sites 503 women 
being killed within the county during 
the witch hunts. 

This compares to 222 being tried as 
witches in other counties in the country 
over the same period. 

She sad: “The motivation for the 
story was the same as The Drowning 
Pool. 

“I found out a lot of information 
about the witch trials when I was 
researching Sarah Moore. 

“Being an Essex girl bom and bred I 
was keen to find out why so many 
women were accused of being witch¬ 
es.” 

The writer believes part of the reason 
so many women were killed was 
because at the time a civil war was rag¬ 
ing and men were away fighting. 

She explained; “There was a mixture 


of old women and young, some of the 
women had bastard children and were 
receiving money from the Parish. It 
may have been the case these women 
were bullied because they were taking 
money away from others around them 
and people didn’t like the idea they 
were being supported.” 

The new story focuses on a journalist 
who has to write about witches and 
strange things start to happen to her 
once she becomes involved in her 
research. 

Although the witch hunts are part of 
history through her research Syd has 
found it still goes on in certain parts of 
the world today. 

She said: “Witch hunting is still 
going on in Kenya, but they are picking 
on older women with dementia over 
there. 

“I still think it raises issues about bul¬ 
lying and we need to present the facts 
and say that it is wrong, especially now 
our cultures have become so integrat¬ 
ed.” 

The social aspects the writer has 
explained also ring tme in this country 
with the recent trial of Eric Bikubi and 
Magalie Bamu, both 28, who killed 
Kristy Bamu in their east London flat 
after violently abusing him for several 
days because they believed he was pos¬ 
sessed by evil spirits. 

The book will be available this month 
from all good bookshops and Amazon.

Passengers escape injury in aircraft crash

FIVE people escaped without injuries follow¬ 
ing a light aircraft crash at Southend Airport 
last Friday. 

The East of England Ambulance Service 
were alerted to Southend Airport at 1.05pm. 

The small plane had suffered a collapsed nose 
wheel when it came into land. 

Two ambulances, an area manager and the 
Trusts hazardous area response team (HART) 
were dispatched to the incident. 


Ambulance spokesman Gary Sanderson said 
the initial 999 call they received stated a plane 
had crashed on the runway. 

He said: “Two adults and three children were 
assessed by ambulance staff and all five were 
uninjured and did not require hospital treat¬ 
ment.” 

A spokesperson from the airport said the run¬ 
way was closed while the aircraft was recov¬ 
ered and the runway inspected. 

The runway reopened at 2.30pm. 

The spokesman explained: “During the clo¬ 


sure one Aer Lingus flight to Dublin and one 
easyJet flight to Jersey were delayed and a pri¬ 
vate jet was diverted to an alternative airport.” 

Eight fire crews attended the airport and 
sprayed foam on the runway. 

Assistant divisional officer Martyn Hodder, 
Southend Station Commander, said the occu¬ 
pants in the plane were fine. 

He said: “It looks like the aircraft under car¬ 
riage collapsed on landing. 

“The fire brigade were called in as a precau¬ 
tion to support them if it was needed.”

WHAT A PAIN 
IN THE BUTT! ’

S ciatica "Si-at-ika" is a group of symptoms 
involving pain in the buttock and back of 
the leg, only usually on one side of the 
body.

Teen a step closer to

Luke, a former pupil of 
Appleton School, who has just 
begun his two year scholarship, 
added: “My ambition is to 
appear in the West End, but I 
need to get into a college in 
London to do that, like the 
Italia Conti.

“During the induction week 
at Ridley’s they took us to see 
Soul Sister and Sweeney Todd 
and this has already inspired us 
to do well on the course.”

“He has only just started the 
course but already he is doing 
really well.” 
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Squatting legislation enforced 


NEW squatting legislation has 
been enforced for the first 
time as police and housing 
associations look to restore 
legal occupation in residential 
properties in Southend. 

Neighbourhood policing 
officers joined forces with 
tenancy officers from South 
Essex Homes last Wednesday 
at flats in Fairfax Drive and 
Sutton Road. 

During recent weeks, 
teenagers have been intimidat¬ 
ing residents to such an extent 
that they have forced them out 
and then adopted the homes to 
use as their own, free of 
charge. Both addresses have 
been linked to drug abuse. 

Squatting was made a crimi¬ 
nal offence in September and 
is contrary to the Legal Aid, 


Sentencing and Punishment of 
Offenders Act. 

Neighbourhood policing 
Inspector Bill Potter said the 
houses had been previously 
raided. 

He said: “Our actions will 
bring some stability to the 
affected neighbourhoods. 

“This new legislation will 
allow us to act swiftly where 
there are specific breaches of 
the new law and give respite 
to a community. 

“Essex is only the third force 
in England and Wales to have 
used this legislation. 

“The new legislation is not 
designed to deal with dis¬ 
agreements between landlords 
and their tenants or issues 
with authorised tenants 
remaining within properties. 


“These disputes will remain 
subject of the appropriate civil 
law.” 

The new squatting legisla¬ 
tion will reclaim residential 
properties which have been 
illegally entered and where 
trespassers still remain.” 

Although no arrests were 
made, both properties were 
secured with robust steel 
security doors by South Essex 
Homes which will prevent any 
further illegal occupation. 

Anita McGinley, from South 
Essex Homes, explained the 
legislation could be used in 
future to secure properties. 

She added: “In the past six 
months we have pursued pos¬ 
session action against squat¬ 
ters who took over a flat in 
Malvern.” 


Witness a 

wildlife 

spectacle 

THE RSPB will be 
holding events this 
autumn for people 
to witness the 
wildlife spectacle of 
the season as 
thousands of brent 
geese descend onto 
the Thames Estuary. 

Visitors can watch 
as the mudflats 
come alive as the 
smallest goose in the 
UK arrives from 
northern Russia and 
Siberia to feed on 
the eelgrass. 

The Thames 
Estuary is one of the 
best places in the 
UK to see such large 
numbers of brent 
geese and offers 
great views as the 
birds descend and 
feed. 

There is even the 
chance to catch a 
glimpse of common 
seals and other 
estuary wildlife as 
they mingle on the 
flats. 

Alan Shearman, 
community 
programme 
manager, said the 
brent goose watch is 
a brilliant chance to 
get close to an 
amazing wildlife 
spectacle. 

He said: “The 
Thames Estuary is 
vitally important for 
wildlife and is one of 
the most biologically 
productive habitats 
on the planet - even 
rivaling tropical 
rainforests. 

“And there’s not a 
better moment to 
really see this than 
when watching the 
autumn geese and 
waders arrive. 

“However, there is 
also a conservation 
message that comes 
with the arrival of 
the geese.” 

To see this 
moment, visit the 
RSPB at The 
Peterboat, in Old 
Leigh. 

Alan will be there 
every Friday, 
Saturday and 
Sunday, between 11 
am-5pm until 
Sunday, October 28.

Council 
needs to 
represent 
women 
more 

LIKE a lot of residents, I have 
recently received issue 24 of 
Southend Borough Council’s 
Outlook. This letter relates to 
pages 22/23 which list the 
composition of the Council and 
Councillors representing the 
Borough as well as those in the 
Council’s Cabinet. In 2012 it is 
such a poor representation of 
Southend’s electorate that I felt 
compelled to write and express 
my disappointment. 

“Male and Pale” sums up 
SBC and particularly the 
Cabinet which has only one 
woman. Given that there are 25 
Conservative Councillors, eight 
of whom are female, women 
appear to be significantly 
under-represented. The female 
population in Britain, including 
Southend, number a little over 
50 per cent therefore this one 
appointment would appear to 
be very poorly reflected in the 
Cabinet and given that there 
are 32 per cent Conservative 
females to choose from it 
seems extraordinary that only 
one lone female has been 
included. These are the number 
of Councillors for the each of 
the parties 

Of 25 Conservative, eight are 
women (32 per cent) 

Of six Labour, three are 
women (50per cent) 

Of 11 Independent, two are 
women (18 per cent) 

Of nine Lib Dems, one 
woman (11 per cent) 

The Lib Dems, for all their 
rhetoric, are the worst offend¬ 
ers, closely followed by the 
Independents, however the 
Conservatives could improve 
their representation, certainly 
in the cabinet, this is complete¬ 
ly unacceptable. Labour alone, 
even with so few Councillors 
can manage an equal propor¬ 
tion. 

I think no one can argue with 
the fact that women are signifi¬ 
cantly under represented in 
society as a whole and in 2012 
it is time this was remedied. It 
is argued that quotas are unfair, 
but I would argue that to main¬ 
tain the status quo is to deny 
the voice of half the popula¬ 
tion. To say that selection 
should be based on meritocra¬ 
cy would suggest that insuffi¬ 
cient women merit positions of 
responsibility which cannot 
possibly be true. In this day 


and age this is obviously out of 
kilter with the actual facts. It is 
high time Southend Council 
woke up to the fact that women 
not only have had the vote for 
some time but many hold 
responsible jobs these days and 
deserve balanced representa¬ 
tion in their Councils and 
Government.

We had it 
hard too 

HAVING read the letter re 
Older people versus young, I 
wish to reply to the writer who 
was not gracious enough to 
give their name, writing instead 
under the guise of 
‘name/address supplied.’ 

Maybe they are just trying to 
provoke some comments from 
those they have given some 
‘stick’ to, so I would like to 
speak up on my own situation 
as one who he/she refers to as 
a Baby-Boomer. Do they hon¬ 
estly think we had it easy in 
our earlier years? As one of six 
children of a Farm Labourer 
our family of eight lived in a 
very small old rented bunga¬ 
low; Dad worked extremely 
long hours, outdoors in often 
horrendous weather and as we 
got older Mum did cleaning 
jobs and worked seasonally on 
a fruit farm. 

My eldest brother and I were 
bom in late 1930s so went 
through the very tough war 
years. We children helped at 
home with our younger siblings 
and also had jobs, delivering 
telegrams on our old bikes that 
Dad built out of other old sec¬ 
ond-hand bikes, living in a 
small village we needed bikes 
to get to school, and to bike to 
the farms where we worked in 
holiday times, picking fruit, 
and vegetables etc. 

Our parents went without a 
great deal and brought us all 
up to be extremely aware of 
how to ‘make-do-and-mend.’ 

To this day I still live very sim¬ 
ilarly to that principle i e ‘if it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it’. 

When my husband and I mar¬ 
ried, (very small, quiet wed¬ 
ding because we couldn’t 
afford otherwise) Not THOU¬ 
SANDS of pounds spent as so 
many of the young people 
today opt for, on huge wed¬ 
dings where they have to have 
all the very expensive trim¬ 
mings! Instead we saved what 
little we could manage to pay 
towards our home and family. 

We were very fortunate in 
being allocated a council 
house, having rented various 
fairly grotty private flats 
beforehand, and we both 
worked, me working shifts 
part-time, my husband being a 
full time low-paid hospital 
employee. 

We started off our home with 
second-hand furniture and 
mostly lino floors and didn’t 
have a washing machine or 
telephone until our eldest child 
was 16 in the early 1980s. We 
did have an old van in the 60s 
but had to sell that because of 
the cost. 


While I agree that it is now a 
huge worry for many young 
people to find jobs when they 
leave school, we were fortunate 
in often having a choice of 
jobs, BUT we really did work 
very hard and struggled to pay 
for everyday living without any 
luxuries like holidays which so 
many take for granted now. I 
survive happily on my state 
pension and part of my late 
husband’s small NHS pension - 
though I worked part-time we 
needed my wages to live and 
consequently couldn’t afford to 
pay out for an occupational 
pension which would have 
been a great asset for me to 
have now. I am ‘low-mainte¬ 
nance’ through necessity but 
because of my upbringing I 
know how to budget within my 
limits. I have never lived 
beyond my means and never 
owed money. How many today 
do we hear saying ‘wish I 
could pay off my credit-card 
debt’ ?! 

If they’d forgo updating their 
car, iPod, massive TV, beer, 
meals out etc. they could man¬ 
age as I do, thoroughly enjoy¬ 
ing every day with family and 
friends BUT within my limits ! 
I’m certainly not a Baby- 
boomer, I may be worse off 
financially than many who live 
so well on benefits, I agree I 
am fortunate being a home- 
owner, but it took many years 
of hard going to achieve. 

I am very relieved that I am 
not a young person now, 
because I wouldn’t be happy 
with the way so many are not 
so happy without all mod-cons 
and all that goes with it. I am 
lucky to be happy and above 
all CONTENT.

Take a walk on the wild side 

LIZ WADE gets a close-up view at Europe’s most ambitious man-made coastal nature projects, taking place in Waliasea Island in Rochford 


W HILE I normally head to 

places that are well estab¬ 
lished, or at least fully open, 
this week I thought I’d feature a 
place you really should be keeping 
an eye on - Waliasea Island. 

During the summer I took a wan¬ 
der around the island, situated with¬ 
in the Crouch and Roach estuaries, 
wherea work was underway for the 
RSPB’s Waliasea Island Wild Coast 
Project - Europe’s most ambitious 
man-made coastal nature project. 

The project, officially launched last 
month by the government’s environ¬ 
mental secretary Owen Paterson, 
will transform the peaceful land¬ 
scape of levee-protected farmland 
into a wetland area more than twice 
the size of the City of London. 

It will be home to 10’s of thou¬ 
sands of migratory birds, as well as 
a network of around eight miles of 
coastal walks and cycle routes for

visitors to enjoy, and hopefully even 
a visitors centre. 

Although access to this network 
of pathways may be way off in the 
future, as the reserve will take until 
2019 to develop, there are ways to 
enjoy Waliasea Island as the RSPB 
welcomes visitors to view its 
progress at each stage of the pro¬ 
ject. You can also access the area 
along the north (Defra) sea wall, a 
wonderful place to enjoy a relaxing 
walk or cycle, which will be unaf¬ 
fected by the construction work. 

A series of guided walks with the 
Waliasea Birder and project volun¬ 
teers have also been taking place 
throughout the year. There are still a 
few more walks to join, right up until 
December, and as they are free 
(must be pre-booked, see below) 
they are a great opportunity to find 
out more about the project. 

While you may think this project is 
all about protecting birds, and 
attracting breeds back including the 
Kentish plover that hasn’t been 
seen in the area for more than 50 
years, in actual fact it is also about 
combating the threat of climate 
change and coastal flooding. 

A massive nine tenths of Essex’s 
wild coastline has been lost over the 
past 400 years, and without pro¬ 
jects like Waliasea Island, rising sea 
levels are threatening another 1,000 
hectares over the next decade. 

The island, which was originally 
made up of five separate saltmarsh 
islands used for grazing sheep, 
became enclosed by sea defences 
over the years - creating the shape 
of the island you see today. 

Drainage and conservation work 
then took place from the 1930’s to 


turn it into arable land. 

The Waliasea Island Coast Project 
will transform the area back into a 
coastal marsh by recreating the 
ancient wetland landscape of mud¬ 
flats and saltmarsh, lagoons and 
pasture last seen 400 years ago. 

But how will they do this mammoth 
task exactly? Well it will take 4.5 
million tonnes of clean earth from 
below London to create the land¬ 
scape, thanks to a special partner¬ 
ship between the RSPB and 
Crossrail. 

The company will remove clay, 
chalk and gravel during the con¬ 
struction of major new rail tunnels 
under the city, and deliver more 
than 2,000 shiploads of it to the 
island. The project, which will even¬ 
tually provide 670 hectares of 
secure habitat for wildlife to thrive in, 
is predicted to significantly increase 
the number of birds in the area. It 
will also show for the first time on a 
large scale how we can ‘future 
proof’ low lying areas of coastline 
against rising sea levels caused by 
climate change. 

The work in an area, which is 
among the top five most important 
coastal wetlands in the country, and 
is protected by national and 
European law, is part of a govern¬ 
ment target to recreate a total of 
3,600 hectares, or 8,895 acres of 
saltmarshes and mudflats by 2015. 

It will be fascinating to watch the 
landscape change over the years 
and once complete, the project at 
Waliasea Island will provide not just 
a haven for nationally and interna¬ 
tionally important wildlife, but a 
wonderful, peaceful place for visi¬ 
tors to enjoy..

For every handful of gags that miss their 
target, the film delivers a ohuokle, suoh as 
when Marty asks his loved ones for full dis- 
olosure of their dark seorets so the family 
oan start the oampaign with a olean slate 
and his sons' initial mild transgressions (say¬ 
ing the Lord’s name in vain) rapidly degener¬ 
ate into dark and twisted perversions (per¬ 
forming an indeoent aot with a goat at a pet¬ 
ting zoo). 

Marty’s oatohphrase pledge to olean up 
polities - “I'm bringing a broom, beeause it’s 
a mess!” - might also be aimed at Jay 
Roaoh's disjointed film.

Q. As an estate agent, what do you think of 
the Governments proposed relaxation of the 
planning laws? 

A. The two issues that so far seem to have 
stirred up the most heated debate are, on the 
one hand, the proposed relaxation of planning 
rules governing new residential developments, and on the other the suggestion that 
for a period of time people should be free to build much larger extensions to their 
properties than are currently permitted. 

As far as the first of these is concerned, I am not convinced. Developers, of course, 
would have us all believe that the only thing stopping them building the hundreds 
of thousands of new homes that the country needs is the planning system - and in 
particular, tiresome little rules like affordable housing quotas and the protection of 
the Green Belt. However...the Local Government Association, no less, insists that 
this is a myth, and has even released figures which show that planning permission 
already exists for some 400,000 new homes which haven’t been built yet! So much, 
they say, for the argument that planning is holding back development. 

As for the second issue - which I suspect is the one you are more concerned about 
- I’m sure it won’t surprise you in the least to hear that I am broadly against the 
proposal. After all, we estate agents have a clear vested interest in people moving 
house, rather than simply extending their existing home. 

In actual fact, however, you don’t need to be an estate agent to see that relaxing 
planning rules on things like conservatories and single-story extensions is not going 
to help revive the housing market - something which the Government claims to be 
so keen to do - one little bit. Quite the opposite in fact. 

Besides, there is widespread concern about the long-term legacy of such a 
measure - so much so that at least one local authority has declared its opposition 
to the idea. And surveys suggest that the general public are dead against it too. 

I am not suggesting for one moment here that the planning system wouldn’t benefit 
from being made less rigid and time-consuming. But the nightmare prospect of an 
uncontrolled rash of monstrous new extensions, entirely out of keeping with the 
character and scale of their surroundings, is not the answer!

THE PEUGEOT 208 dramati¬ 
cally improves its French 
brand’s proposition in the 
supermini sector. It’s smart to 
look at - and smart to own, 
with frugal running costs and 
lots of clever high-tech. It’s a 
small car with very big ideas. 

One issue tends to domi¬ 
nate your thinking the first 
time you get into this 208 and 
drive off. 

Namely the smallest steer¬ 
ing wheel you’ll find this side 
of a supercar. A potential 
problem, you might think, 
given that in most vehicles, 
you view the instrument clus¬ 
ter through the wheel. Here 
though, you don’t have to for 
the instrument pack has been 
moved to sit up above the 
wheel as it would do in, say, 
an MPV. 

On the road, this car feels 
light on its feet thanks to a 
programme of weight-saving 
that has especially benefitted 
entry-level variants equipped 
with the marque’s clever three 
cylinder petrol engine. 

For this test though, I elect¬ 


ed to focus on diesel power, 
choosing from an advanced 
HDi line-up virtually all of 
which features the brand’s 
eco-friendly micro-hybrid e- 
HDi technology. At entry-level, 
there’s a 68bhp 1.4-litre unit, 
but most sales will be of the 
92bhp 1.6-litre variant I tried, 
also available with the rather 
jerky EGG automatic box or 
in slightly pokier 115bhp 
form. 

It’s taken Peugeot some 
time to return to the simple, 
smart but effective design 
that characterises this 208 in 
both three and five-door 
forms. None of this though, 
properly prepares you for 
what you’ll find inside when 
you slip behind the wheel. 
This cabin would be impres¬ 
sive were it to have been cre¬ 
ated by a premium brand but 
from a mainstream maker 
especially, dare I say, a 
French one, it’s a hugely 
impressive effort that’ll sell 
many 208s before potential 
buyers have even left the 
dealer forecourt on their test 
drive. Soft touch plastics, tac¬ 
tile switchgear, chrome high¬ 


lights and almost faultless 
ergonomics show other 
supermini sellers how it 
should be done. 

The two main talking points 
inside are the smallness of 
the steering wheel (over 
which you view the high-set 
instruments) and the colour 
touchscreen attached to the 
fascia that controls audio, trip 
computer and stereo func¬ 
tions and to which you can 
add a range of clever down¬ 
loadable apps. 

Despite the slightly more 
compact outward dimen¬ 
sions, there’s a little more 
room on the back seat than 
the old 207 offered - and 
extra luggage space behind. 

You’ll pay somewhere in the 
£10,000 to £18,000 bracket 
for most 208 derivatives, pric¬ 
ing that’s pretty much par for 
the course in the supermini 
segment. There’s a £600 pre¬ 
mium to go from the three- 
door car to the five-door 
body style. If you’re shopping 
at the bottom of the range, 
think carefully about paying 
the £1,300 premium to go 
from the entry-level 1.0-litre 


petrol model to the 1.2: that’s 
quite a lot extra to pay for an 
extra 14bhp. Talking of premi¬ 
ums, the £2,000 extra neces¬ 
sary to go from the entry-level 
68bhp 1.0-litre petrol variant 
to the comparably-performing 
68bhp 1.4-litre HDi diesel is 
unlikely to pay for itself in 
terms of the running cost 
benefits 

A lot of weight-saving has 
gone on in creating this 208 
and the result is that on aver¬ 
age, this car weighs about 
114kgs less, model-for- 
model, than its 207 prede¬ 
cessor. Greater efficiency is 
therefore almost guaranteed. 
On top of that, plenty of eco- 
minded high-technology has 
been thrown at this Peugeot 
to drive its running costs 
down, but as usual, you 
won’t find all of it across the 
range. Most of the eco-fea- 
tures are reserved for 1.4 and 
1.6-litre e-HDi diesel models, 
cars that feature what 
Peugeot likes to call a ‘micro¬ 
hybrid’ system. 

Along with regenerative 
braking, that helps this car 
achieve substantial fuel sav¬ 
ings and you’ll get the best of 
these if you specify your 208 
diesel with the EGG automat¬ 
ic gearbox, a transmission 
which takes a bit of getting 
used to. Still, the returns it 


can generate are impressive, 
a 208 in 1.4-litre e-HDi guise 
capable of 83.1 mpg on the 
combined cycle and an 
87g/km G02 return. In manu¬ 
al form without the e-HDi and 
EGG package, the figures are 
74.3mpg and 98g/km. The 
1.6-litre diesel models also 
achieve 74.3mpg on the 
combined cycle and dip just 
before the magic 10Og/km of 
G02 mark that’s so important 
from a taxation point of view. 

Trying to please too many 
people too much of the time 
is a sure-fire recipe for failure 
- or at the very least, a dis¬ 
tinctly compromised and for¬ 
gettable end-result. As 
Peugeot now knows, a bold¬ 
er more innovative brand 
these days, the kind of maker 
you’d need to be to create a 


supermini as good as this 
208. “It’s OK to have 20 per 
cent of people not liking this 
car”, says the company’s 
director General Vincent 
Rambaud, “as long as the 
other 80 per cent love it.” I 
reckon he may not have too 
much to worry about. 

There may be a few super¬ 
mini buyers who don’t like the 
cabin layout, want something 
better suited to cornering on 
its door handles or who might 
prefer the value proposition of 
a budget brand - but I’m 
guessing they’ll be in the 
minority. 

Most will recognise that in 
this 208, Peugeot has finally 
brought us the supermini it 
was always capable of. A 
smart small car choice - in 
more ways than one.

Stars of the Seventies 


By Andy Enright 


A gar doesn’t have to be great to be 
memorable. Some of the worst ever 
produoed are some of those that stiok 
most keenly in the mind - and baok in the 
Seventies, there were more than a few of 
these. Mind you, this deoade also had more 
than its fair share of exoitement and ground¬ 
breaking innovation. It was a heady mixture. 
But let’s start with the unforgettably bad. 

For the Reverend Colin Corke, ohairman of 
Allegro Club International, the 1970s never 
ended. As we entered the vioarage, the full 
and worrying extent of the good vioar’s obses¬ 
sion beoame vividly apparent. 

Two orippled Austin Allegros sat on the 
drive, gently deoomposing whilst Corke’s plan 
to take the best bits of eaoh and oreate one 
rare 1750 Sports Speoial took seed. Harris 
Mann’s bold vision was ruined by the 
demands of engineering expedienoy and 
metamorphosed from futuristio wedge into 
automobilia’s waddling oaf. 

“The Allegro was never a good oar, never 
really an adequate ear and oertainly not a 
classio,” mused the Rev as he pondered a 
stray Quartio steering wheel. Allegro tales are 
legion and range from the assertion that they 
are more aerodynamio when travelling in 
reverse to the true reports of how they were 
banned from the Mersey tunnel due to their 
idiosynoratio towing oharaoteristios. “Let me 
show you the 1300 De Luxe.” 

Emerging from the garage in a wreath of 
blue smoke, shunning road salt like a tumes¬ 
cent Harvest Gold slug, came the Reverend’s 
immaculate conception. This car was forensi- 
cally spotless, the engine bay and underside 
shinier than Willie Thorne’s pate, the interior a 
devastatingly original dun. In regular demand 
for magazine articles and television work, this 
car, a 1973 four door in the archetypal Allegro 
colour, is probably the finest of its type. “When 
I had it to bits, I realised it was missing a bolt 



on the fuel tank. It had never been there from 
when it left the factory, believe it or not.” I 
believed him. 

If the Allegro represented all that was inept 
about the car industry in the Seventies, the 
Ford Cortina hit paydirt with the UK popula¬ 
tion. It was so successful and so different from 
other cars in the industry that in Britain it 
inspired what became known as ‘the Cortina 
class’. 

Once established, at times one in every six 
cars being built in the UK was a Cortina. 

Along with the parallel success of the Escort 
from 1968, this helped Ford gain market lead¬ 
ership in Britain, which it has now maintained 
for more than 25 years. 

The car that would come to be seen as the 
‘definitive’ hot hatch was the Volkswagen Golf 
GTi. The early prototype models of this semi¬ 
nal car featured the 1588cc Audi 80GT engine 
with a Solex dual-choke carburettor. Even with 
lOObhp, this wasn’t considered powerful 
enough, so the development team instead 
opted for the 110bhp fuel-injected motor from 
the Audi 80GTE. 

Performance items such as ventilated front 
disc brakes, wider wheels, Bilstein dampers 
and uprated springs were also grafted on.
